Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 6, 7, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches a series of low pass filters with downsamplers 
inbetween. However, regarding claims 6, 7, 20 and 21, the prior art of record does not 
fairly teach or suggest in combination with all of the claimed limitations, the subtracting 
of the low pass filtered signal with the input signal or the subtracting of the second low 
pass filtered signal with the first low pass filter signal to produce a first and second 
frequency components. Therefore, the claimed invention is neither anticipated nor 
rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
